A good deal of appiehensioti seems at pre- 
sent entertained regarding Ihe possibility of 
a rupture between Great Britain and the 
t T uited States. While all would necessari- 
ly deplore any likelihood of so untoward an 
event wo imagine there is at present lit- 
tle cause for dread.
